The fact that the assassin is an Italian 
has given rise to a most dangerously bit- 
wer feeling against Italy and Italians and 
several Ttalian flags, displayed out of 
sympathy with France’s loss and draped 
with crape, were hooted at, and, in at 
| least one instance, pulled down and torn 
into shreds. In every quarter of Paris 
ferce demonstrations against tbe Italian 
residents have taken place and as a result 
pearly all the Italian cafes and restau- 
rants have been closed.

Mobbing the Italians, 

Only after the special train had started 
for Paris did the indignation of the street 
crowds lead to violence. One mob vas guid- 
ed by members of the athletic societies who 
went to Lyons to take part in yesterday's 
fetes. The athletes carried fags vhich they 
waved before the rioters as ‘hey shouted 
their demands for revenge. A dvzen shops 
owned by foreigners were ijooted and the 
rioters proclaimed their intention of smash- 
ing every concern conducted by an alen. 
Two cafes were plundered which had not 
been closed in obedience to the order for 
mourning. Others were closed quickly when 
the mob approached. A company of.cui- 
rassiers charged twice on the crowd in the 
rue de la Republique before the street could 
be cleared. 

The Italian communities in Marseilles and 
Toulon are fearful for their safety. 

An Italian who was unloading a steamer 
at Toulon this morning made a sneering re- 
mark concerning President Carnot. A 
Frenchman nit him with an iron bar, crack- 
ing his skull. The Italian made a lunge with 
his knife in self-defense. He was arrested 
at once and taken ashore where the police 
barely saved him from lynching. 

In Lyons the evening has been varied by 
alternate periods of perfect quiet and in- 
tense excitement. Early in the evening a 
mob burned down an Italian grocery in the 
rue Cuvier and the Italian musical society’s 
hall in the rue Mazenod. The mob was dis- 
persed by the police after the harm had 
been done and for nearly two hours there 
was no sign of disturbance. 

Shouting for Revenge. 

Then a procession formed suddenly in 
the middle of the city and marched through 
the streets shouting: ‘‘Hurrah for Carnot! 
We will avenge him! Hurrah for France!” 
Hardly fifteen minutes after this proces- 
sion was scattered another one formed. 
The men were driven out of Hine by the 
police, and thirty men were arrested. 

A third procession, with the same cry as 
the first one, was dispersed at 11 o’clock 
after twenty-five more arrests had been 
made. The total number of arrests during 
the evening wasabove fifty. 

Between 11 and 12 o’clock some two thou- 
sand men-and a few women began march- 
ing and shouting for vengeance. The police 
watched them closely and warned them not 
to be too demonstrative; but did not inter- 
tere with them 

The Lyons police learned this morning 
that Vielly, alias Marias Faure, a Lyons 
anarchist, was heard saying on Friday 
evening: “If President Carnot comes to 
Lyons he will be hurt. Somebody will stick 
a Knife in him while he is riding about the 
town.” The ‘police believed that Vielly 
might be Cesario’s accomplice, but M. Be- 
noist, the examining magistrate, did not 
attach much importance to the evidence in 
question, thinking that Vielly was merely 
an anarchist braggart. The police of Mont- 
pelier wnet this afternoon to the house of 
an anarchist, Laborie, who is believed to 
have harbored Cesario one night last week. 
Cesario’s brother was inter- 
ew ed fhis afternoon in Milan. He said 
ie assassin: “He was an excellent 
before he joined the anarchists. I 
do not believe he planned the murder. His 
comrades undoubtedly made a tool of him.” 

Cesaric’s mother is overwhelmed with 
grief. He was her favorite son.

Removal of the Remains. 


President Carnot’s body was moved -at 
6:30 o'clock this evening to the railway sta- 
tion in Lyons and there was placed in a 
car heavily. draped with black. At 7 o'clock 
the special train to which the car was at- 
tached started for Paris, with Mme. (Car- 
not, several ofiicers of the late president’s 
household and a few oflicials. 

Before the body was removed to the train 
in Lyons, the archbishop of Lyons offered 
prayer. The coffin was borne on a gun car- 
riage through the dense, bareheaded throng 
that filled the streets leading to the station. 
The clergy in their vestments, the !ocgl offi- 
clals and delegates from many sccieties 
formed the procession. They moved slowly 
through the silent multitude. ‘ihe flourish 
of trumpets, the artillery salutes :nd the 
beating of muffled drums were the only 
sounds, for the people of the city did 
not utter a word as the pody was carried 
past them. 

The grand salon in the Elysee palace has 
been transformed into a funeral chamber. 
It is hung in black drapery, fringed with 
silver, The chandeliers are covered with 
Crape and the candelabra at the corners 
of the catafalque have been -wrapped in 
black cloth. 

A military guard will be on duty in the 
chamber until the funeral, which will prob- 
ably take place Friday. 

The grand court of honor has been com- 
pletely changed with crape hangings. 


The rulers of all civilized countries have 
Sent telegrams expressing to Mme.

ABOUT THE 


ASSASSIN. 


The Police Find Out His Movements 
Previous to the Tragedy. 
Lyons, June 25.—The police have succeed- 
ed in obtaining the following information 
in regard to the movements of the assassin, 
Santo. After leaving Italy he lived at dif- 
fere1lit times in Lausanne and Geneva, 
Switzerland, and afterward in Lyons. From 
this city he went to Cette, France, where 
he spent the last year working as a baker. 
He reached Lyons, from Cette, at 6 o’clock 
Sunday evening. It is learned that his real 
surname is Cesario and his Christian name 
San Hieronimo. He is nineteen years old. 
He was known to the police of Cette as a 
militant anarchist. While in Cette he 
earned 30 francs a month besides his board 
and lodging. He was sober and industrious, 
but taciturn in his manner. He was a 
great reader and outspoken only when an- 
archist theories were discussed. The police 
olficial who went to Cette to trace the as- 
sassin had an interview with Madame Viala, 
who Keeps the baker shop in which the 
murderer worked. She says Cesario left 
her employ on Saturday, having given up 
his place on account of a quarrel. He re- 
ceived the money that was due him and dis- 
appeared. He left a box, containing his 
effects, in his lodgings. This the’ police 
opened but found nothing compromising 
therein. Cesario, it was found, purchased 
the poniard with which he committed the 
murder, on Friday. This discovery gives 
rise to the belief that his quarrel in the 
baker’s shop was merely a pretext for leav- 
ing Cette and coming to Lyons to fulfill the 
murderous mission to which he was as- 
signed by his associate anarchists. 


Cesario, the assassin, shows not the slight- 
est sign of agitation. He is perfectly tran- 
quil and at times appears careless and even 
callous. He has admitted that he had, for 
some time, contemplated his crime. He pro- 
duced, today, a programme of the festivi- 
tives, giving President Carnot’s route 
through the city. Along the route he had 
marked spots where he presumed he would 
have a chance to strike the fatal blow. He 
bought the poniard with which he stabbed 
the president in Cette, paying for it 5 
francs. He. had given the subject of his 
crime considerable thought. He felt confi- 
dent that he knew how to deal a fatal blow 
before he left Cette. According to his own

Washington, June 25.—(Special.)—Friends 
of Senator Butler here have made vigorous 
efforts to learn the truth of the statement 
published in The News that district demo- 
crats were making contributions to aid 
Governor Tillman to defeat the senator. 
They report that if any contributions have 
been made they cannot find it out. 

The News does not follow up the story. 
Senator Butler not being here, it is impos- 
sible to learn whether he voted for or 
against Tiytor’s confirmation. No other 
Senator can tell how he voted, though he 
is at liberty to tell. Perhaps he did not 
vote for Taylor after all, but if he did, 
while the people of the district might feel 
much indignation against him, it is not 
their custom te go down deep into their 
pockets to give vent to it. 

Mrs. Cabaniss and children went home to- 
day. Representative Cabaniss will remain 
until congress adjourns, though he would 
like to be at home to meet his opponents, 
who are actively in the fleld canvassing for 
his seat. 

Walsh Speaks in New York. 

Senator Walsh has been invited to de- 
liver a talk at Tammany on the 4th of July 
celebration in New York and the junior 
Georgia senator has accepted. He and Col- 
Livingston will both be among the 
speakers. The story that Speaker Crisp has 
refused to atttend the celebration, which 
was printed in an anti-Tammany New 
York paper Sunday, is not true. Speaker 
Crisp has only received one of the formal 
invitations to be present. He has neither 
declined nor accepted, but it is hardly prob- 
able that he will be able to leave here. 
He is, however, a great believer in such a 
democratic organization as is presented by 
Tammany, and he has always been an ar- 
dent friend of Tammany. 

A Good Man for the Place. 

Several years ago the office of surveyor 
of the port of Savannah was abolished, 
and it was consolidated with the office of 
collector. 

Through the efforts of the Savannah peo- 
ple and Colonel Lester, the office of surveyor 
of the port is about to be revived. It will 
carry with it a salary of $1,600, and the 
duties will not be arduous. It is under- 
stood that Secretary Carlisle will tender 
the office to Colonel Pleasant A. Stovall, 
of the Savannah press. This news will be 
hailed with particular delight by all of Mr. 
Stovall’s friends, throughout the state 
particularly, when they know that it will 
not interfere with his newspaper duties.

BANQUET TO JUSTICE WHITE. 


A Brilliant Gathering ; im New Orleans 
Last Night. 

New Orleans, June 26.—The great rotunda 
of the Hotel Royal, in which formerly 
were held the sessions of the senate of 
Louisiana, and which has been the scene 
of scrne of the most brilliant social gather- 
ings ever held in this city, was filled to- 
night with a distinguished assemblage, the 
occasion being a banquet tendered by the 
citizens to Hon. Edward Douglas White, 
associate justice of the United States su- 
preme court, and ex-United State senator 
from Louisiana. The superbly § frescoed 
apartment was lavishly decorated with 
flowers, and in each of the many panels in 
the walls national flags were festooned 
in graceful folds. Myriads of lights on the 
great chandelier and along the walls gave 
out a brilliancy which was almost equal 
to that of noonday. The tables were set 
in the form of a huge horseshoe, the prn- 
cipal guest occupying the head of the oval 
and at the right of the chairman, Hon. 
James McConnell, a prominent member of 
the local bar, 

Among others present, were Judge 
Charles Parlange, of the United States dis- 
trict court; ex-Governor Clay Knobloch, 
the judges of all the state and city courts, 
Rt. Rev. Davis Sessums, bishop of 
Louisiana; General B. F. Tscheleman, com- 
mander of the Louisiana division United 
Confederate Veterans; ex-United States 
Senator B. F. Johnas, many of the state 
and city officials, and numbers of men 
prominent in commercial and professional 
life. 

Governor Foster had-been expected, but 
found at the last moment that his duties at 
the capitol, the legislature being in session, 
would prevent his attendance and wired ac- 
cordingly his regrets. The toasts at the 
conclusion of the banquet were as follows:

Numbers of friendly telegrams from all 
parts of the country were read, and im- 
promptu speeches filled in the time until a 
late hour. 


STATESMEN ARE APPALLED. 


They Admit the Helplessness of the 
World in General. 
Washington, June 26.—(Special.)—Both 
houses of congress adjourned immediately 
after meeting today on account of the death 
of President Carnot, of France. It will be 
remembered that the French chamber ad- 
journed when President Garfield died from 

the effect of Guiteau’s bullet. 

Speaker Crisp was profoundly moved by 
the news of President Carnot’s death. He 
regarded it as a great misfortune for the 
French people to lose the head of the gov- 
ernment ,under circumstances so distress- 
ing, and said that the American congress 
would give expression to its deep sympathy 
with France in every manner possible. 

“What.can we do to prevent the spread 
of anarchism in the United States?’ Speak- 
er Crisp was asked. 

“What can we do?” echoed the speaker. 
“They are an unreasonable and unreason- 
ing people. They don’t seem to know what 
they want. They shoot and kill indiscrim- 
inately. Their hand is equally against the 
ezar of Russia and Carnot of France. No 
one can predict what they will do.”’ 

“But, isn’t anarchism spreading in the 
United States?’’ 

“IT think not, Anarchism is a foreign 
exotic that has been transplanted to our 
shores. It is un-American and it cannot 
find any growth among our people. You 
seldom hear of an anarchist who is a na- 
tive born American. Their principles are 
foreign to our ideas of government.” 

‘But, is there no way by which we can 
stop their meetings and thus prevent their 
numbers from increasing?’ 

“When once we begin that, we commepce 
to tread upon dangerous ground. The 
American people favor the largest liberty 
for the individual. We all ‘:ave .o surrender 
something for the public good, but we want 
to make that surrender as -light as possible. 
There is no apparent probability tlat an- 
archy will spread in this country. I have 
too much faith in the good sense of the 
American people.” : 

Colonel Lester, of Georgia, said: ‘“‘The as- 
sassination of President Carnot seems to be 
the carrying out of the central idea of the 
anarchists. They have no object except to 
destroy everything M the way of govern- 
ment and conservatism. No one understands 
their, particular point. °i. would not be sur- 
prised if the assassin was appointed by an 
organization to commit the deed. They pre- 
tend to think that the best thing to do to 
right the wrongs of the world is to destroy 
all authority and government.” 


SHOT DOWN IN COLD BLOOD. 


A Drunken Saloon Keeper Murders a 
Negro Hack Driver. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., June 25.—(Special.)— 
This afternoon, in a cold-blooded manner, 
J. C. Curry, one of the most prominent 
saloonists in this city, shot down Riley 
Hutchison, a hack-driver. Curry had been 
drinking and got into Hutchison’s hack 
and was driven to the courthouse. Upon 
alighting he refused to pay his fare and 
later on, meeting ‘him, Hutchison asked for 
the money due him. Curry made no reply, 
but threw him a quarter and as he stooped 
to pick the money up opened fire upon him 
with a pistol. Three bullets took effect. 
Curry, who is a tough and a bully, 
walked away with an air of bravado, but 
was later arrested and is now in jail. His 
victim will die. The shooting occurred on 
the corner of the two most prominent 
streets of the city, Broad and Ninth, and 
great excitement Was created.

TERRORIZING THE TOWN. 


A Bully Cuts a Policeman and Walks 
Off Unmolested. 

Greensboro, N. C., June 25.—(Special.)— 
High Point, a village about fifteen miles 
from this place, is in a great state of ex- 
citement over a cutting affray that oc- 
curred there Saturday night. It seems that 
a man named Joe Jackson was terrorizing 
the town and Policeman Joe Hoffman at- 
tempted to arrest him. Jackson drew a 
knife and slashed the policeman in ten 
places. All this occurred before a crowd 
of nearly a hundred spectators, who were 
too greatly frightened to attempt to assist 
the policeman. The desperado coolly 
walked through the crowd, threatening to 
shoot any one who touched him. He then 
went home, stayed all night, arose in the 
morning, shot and ate a chicken and then 
left home. 

Two deputies went °to High Point to ar- 
rest Jackson, but as yet no arrest has 
been made. The mayor of the town has 
offered a reward of $100 for his arrest. 

Before leaving town the bully threatened 
to burn several residences and the citizens 
have been keeping guard at night since 
Saturday. 


HERE’S A ROW IN CAMP. 


The Coxeyites Do Not Recognize Frye 
or His Men. 

Washington, June 2.—Carl Browne, of 
the Coxey contingent, today refused to 
recognize General Frye and his army on 
the ground that they were not sufficiently 
imbucd with the spirit of the commonweal 
to be accepted as members. Frye and his 
army joined the Galvinites in camp near 
here. Browne's hostility to the new army 
is largely practical, based on fear of a 
famine in camp. The Californians are very 
sore over their reception and a bad feeling 
exists between the two camps.

Frank Porterfield’s Old Associate

Sam Jones Is in Alabama and De- 
nounces Election Frauds. 


HE. SAYS THAT BOXES ARE STUFFED 


Kolb Is Pronounced a Fool for 
Running Again. 


JONES DECLARES HE WOULD NOT 


If He Was Counted Out Once He Would 
Have Enough—An Old Story Put 
Off on Texas. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)— 
The Rev. Sam Jones, the unique Georgia 


evangelist, last night closed a series of 
sermons which he has been delivering in 
Troy, Ala. Being a strictly up-to-date 
preacher, he closed his meeting with a 
sermon on politics and ballot box siuffins, 
these being the topics of the day in Ala- 
bama. 

Six thousand people heard him speak. 
He said the ballot was the foundation 
stone of this republic and of Amer:csn 
citizenship, and that when the founcacion 
was faulty the superstructure was a;7;t to 
tumble. He referred to the alleged patcnt 
ballot corruption in Alabama and oitfer 
southern states, and said it meant cor- 
rupted citizenship. 

“A free ballot and a fair count,’ said 
the preacher, ‘“‘may mean negro dotrino- 
tion, but a corrupted ballot and perjury 
mean the domination of the devil. 

“If rumors can be relied on at all, you 
have officials in this county who ought to 
be working in stripes in the penitentiary 
of this state, and, no doubt, they wou.d be 
largely recruited from many other counties 
in the state of Alabama. Our politics are 
corrupt, our politicians. are corrupt. ‘Ihe 
ballot box may show who is electol, Lut 
the returns show who gets the office. 

“A preacher who Knows all these things, 
and does not protest, can live with tLe 
consciousness that the devil brags on him 
every day, and will mever throw any cb- 
stacles ip his way. The little partisan 
preacher who endorses the rascality of ris 
party won’t be in hell ten minutes befcre 
the devil will saddle and bridle hum and 
lope him all over the infernal regions to 
show him off. 

“If we preachers would quit preaching so 
much about ‘Sweet By and By, and 
have more to say about the dirty new and 
now, we would see things getting in beiter 
shape in Georgia and Alabama, and all 
over this county. 

Two Methods Compared.. 

“Tl was in Indiana some time ago, and a 
good old western brother was asa‘'nsg me 
why we didn’t have a free oallot and a 
fair count down south. 

“T replied that our ballot is ag free and 
fair in Georgia as it is in Indiana; in Gror- 
gia we use lead and in Indiana ycu use 
silver. We can kill them cheaper than we 
can buy them, and you can buy them 
cheaper than you can kill them, and both 
Georgia and Indiana are runniag on the 
most economical plan to defeat a clean 
ballot and fair count. 

‘Mississippi has the best election laws 
in the south. They tried the shuvigun Je- 
gime, and the stuffed ballot box for a good 
while; they found they were per, ng 
their young men and officials, «11 that 
would not do. They saw it was cruel to use 
the shotgun, so they called a coasi.tai,cnal 
convention and made it a law .54al Mo “AN 
could vote in Mississippi unless he cvula 
read any paragraph in the.cons-itution of 
the state, or understand it if read to him. 
Of course, that meant simply ‘if ne ig a 
democrat he can vote, but if not he can 
neither read nor understand che coas‘ita- 
tion of the state. Therefore, they «to not 
use shotguns nor stuff the ballot box, but 
Mississippi goes democratic overwhelmingly, 
and they are saved from perjury and mur- 
der by a constitutional clause. Alabama had 
better do this—anything to keep from per- 
jury and murder. 

This Is an Old: One, 

‘Kolb is a fool for running again. If I 
had beat the race as much as he did last 
time and couldn’t get in, I'd quit. I want 
it understood that 1 am not talking in the 
interest of democrats or republicans or the 
populists. 

‘‘However, I feel a good deal like the 
old farmer did in Texas the other day. In 
sheering his sheep, he commenced at the 
tail. When asked why he did so, he replied 
that he used to commence at the other 
end, but that since he had voted for Cleve- 
land in the last election he had not had 
the nerve to look a sheep in the face. He 
referred to 7 cents wool. The situation is 
serious. The time is coming when neither 
our lives nor our property will be safe. 

“With the tide of vagabond immigration, 
with loose theorist talk by these  hair- 
brained politicians, with the indifference on 
the part of the goud people of the country, 
our institutions are in danger and mst go 
down in the ruin unless there is a revolu- 
tion of sentiment and action along the 
lines of purity in politics and purity in 
officals. The present natonal congress is a 
disgrace to this nation, a ‘mixtry,’ as the 
old woman said of fool and rascal, in about 
equal proportions.”’ 

The Rev. Jones goes from Alabama to 
some point in Ohio, where he will conduct 
a meeting. The democrats here think the 
Georgia brother has gone over to the 
enemy. 


MURDER AND SUICIDB. 


An Unknown Man Kills Mrs. Reed and 
Then Suicides. 

Chicago, June 25.—Mrs. Carrie Reed, a 
pretty brunette twenty-four years of age, 
was shot and killed at 12.30 o’clock this 
afternoon by an unknown man, who im- 
mediately turned his pistol upon himseif 
with fatal results. 

Mrs. Reed, who was a typewriter for 
the lumber firm of George Thamer & Co., 
was sitting at her desk alone, at the lunch 
hour today, when a handsome man of 
about thirty years of age, six feet tall and 
well built, entered the office and began 
talking to her. All the clerks were out 
and as a teamster approached the door he 
saw the man leaning over Mrs. Reed talk- 
ing excitedly. Suddenly he drew a revol- 
ver and fired three shots, but owing to the 
nearness of his victim none of them took 
effect. Mr#. Reed screamed and ran out | 


of the rear door to a lumber shed, where 
the assassin, who had followed her, knock- 
ed her down with his right hand. He 
knelt quickly on one knee at her side and 
without a word fired two more shots from 
his still smoking revolver into her breast, 
the woman dying instantly. 

The murderer then arose, and placing the 
pistol to his right temple, fired one shot 
and fell to the ground dead. The police 
have as yet failed to establish the identity 
of the murderer and suicide. 

Upon examination at the morgue it was 
found that he had cut the name from all 
his linen, but on’ one of his socks was 
found the name of “Hunt.’”’ 


DETERMINED TO GET OUT, 


Peyton Bowman Has Begun Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings to Escape. 
Birmingham, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)— 
The habeas corpus proceedings which Pey- 
ton G. Bowman, the Kolbite leader, and his 
brother, John, institued Saturday evening, 
will be called up tomorrow morning before 
Judge H. A. Sharpe, of the Birmingham 
city court. A command was issued to the 
sheriff of Jefferson county ‘his morning to 
have the bodies of Peyton G. and John 
Bowman before the judge of the city court 
at 9 o’clock tomorrs#v morning to see what 
will be done in the case. The Bowmans 
feel certain that there will be a different 
verdict by Judge Sharpe than was rendered 
by Justice Benners. The attorneys on both 
sides agreed this evening on allowing the 
evidence adduced at the preliminary trial 
to go before Judge Sharpe as it was taken 
down by the stenographer with such evi- 
dence as either side would want to add. 


HAD A PERSISTENT LAWYER. 


The Case Against 2. W. Kimbre 
Moves Slowly. 
Birmingham, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)— 
About two years ago J. W. Kimbro, a 
railroader, and A. R. Johnson, a grocery- 
man and politician, got in a difficulty which 
ended in the first namea being killed. Af- 
ter a lenghty trial Johnson was convicted 
in the criminal court and was given a 
twenty-five-year sentence. The case was 
carried to the supreme court, where the 
decision of the lower court was affirmed. 
The defendant’s attorneys, however, did not 
let the matter drop here, but went before 
the suprem court and succeeded in getting 
a rehearing. The case was given to an- 
other supreme court judge and last Friday 
a decision was handed down reversing and 
yremanding the case. This morning John- 
son went before Judge Greene, of the crimi- 
nal court, and had bond fixed at $5,000, 
which he will give in a few days. ‘The 
criminal court adjourns Saturday until Sep- 
tember and there is no telling when the 

case will ever come up again. 


HE WAS A GREAT SWINDLER. 


Now It Is Reported That Lewis Has 
Been Pardoned, 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 25.—(Special.)— 
It is reported here that ©. W. Lewis, a ne- 
gro preacher who was recently sentenced by 
Judge Key, of the United States court, to 
eighteen years in the peniteniary for ille- 
gally procuring pensions, has been pardon- 
ed. No official confirmation can be secured 
tonight. Lewis was the author of giganzic 
pension frauds and his swindling involved 
not less than 600 people in Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Missouri. ‘There were 
about sixty warrants against him at his 
trial last fall. 


BOYCOTT. AGAINST THE PULLMANS 


Te Begin at Noon Today—Strikers at 
Cincinnati and St. Louis. 

Chicago, Ill., June 25.—At noon tomorrow 
the American Railway Union will begin its 
fight against the Pullman Palace Car Com- 
pany. Orders for.the boycott have beén 
issued to all local branches of the organiza- 
tion and preparations are now complete 
for what it is said may be the greatest ruil- 
way strike in history. Strikes today at 
Ludlow, Ky., and St. Louis leave the Pull- 
man Company with only its shop at Wil- 
mington, DVel., to conduct repairs on its cars. 

All Quiet in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, June 25.—At 9:30 o’clock this 
morning the employes of the Pullman com- 
pany in this city, to the number of 330, 
went ona strike. The men claim that they 
struck on an order from Chicago. The 
company at present is making no effort to 
secure new men. 

The Strike in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, June 25.—The 150 employes of 
the Pullman shops, in Ludlow, Ky., were 
called out this morning by F. W. Phelan, 
representing the American Railway Union. 
A strike has been threatened for some 
weeks—ever since the shops in Chicago 
shut down. The men demand a restora- 
tion of old wages, which were some time 
ago cut from 10 to 33 1-3 per cent. 


NEGROES GOING TO ALABAMA, 


They Are to Take the Places of the 
Striking Miners. 

Columbia, S. C., June 25.—(Special.)—One 
hundred negroes from the lower part of the 
state passed through this city this morn- 
ing en route to Alabama to take the places 
of striking miners. 

This afternoon a white carpenter named 
Chapman attempted to drink a bottle of 
laudanum in a barroom here. The bar- 
keeper seized the bottle and prevented the 
attempt. The man was out of work and 
had been on a spree. 

The case of Saloonkeeper Byrd against 
State Dispenser Traxler to recover whisky 
seized by dispensary constables was today 
carried from the trial justice court to the 
circuit court. The state had allowed the 
case to go by default and when refused a 
rehearing Byrd appeaied. 

This morning a negro convict trusty 
named Alston, at the state farm near Con- 
garee, stole the clothes of a guard and 
escaped. He was overtaken and badly 
shot in the legs by a guard before being 
captured.

What the Autopsy Disclosed. 

Mme. Carnot eventually withdrew her 
objection to an autopsy. After the examin- 
ation a statement to the following effect 
was issued: 

“The liver was horribly wounded. The 
dagger pierced it through a depth of five 
inches. The aortic vein was severed and 
one rib was broken. The weapon penetrat- 
ed full¥ seven inches beneath the surface. 
The abdominal cavity contained two quarts 
of blood. Externally the wound appeared 
only as a cut about an inch long under the 
breast. The dagger must have been under 
strong pressure, otherwise it could not have 
penetrated so far.’”’ 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon the president’s 
body was placed in a coffin. 

The mayor of Lyons has issued a mourn- 
ing proclamation in which he says: 

“Cursed be the criminal. Cursed be the 
wretches, who, by their doctrines and writ- 
ings, armed the assassin.” 

Besides His Grandfather’s Body. 

London, June 25.—The Paris correspon- 
dent of The Daily News says: ‘President 
Carnot’s body will be laid in the Pantheon 
on Sunday beside that of his grandfather. 

“The president shrank from _ visiting 
Lyons and hesitated a long time, 
owing to weariness, his health having never 
recovered from the strain caused by the 
fetes in 1889. However, when his entour- 
age mentioned the rumors that the an- 
archists in Lyons were determined to avenge 
Vaillant he felt in honor bound to g0. 
Since Vaillant's execution he had received 
daily menacing letters. He disdained to 
notice them and refused to take any ex- 
traordinary precautions. Despite the sin- 
cere public grief, Paris maintains a cool 
head. There are no disorders and no dis- 
position to excite bad blood in Italy.’’ 
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AMERICA’S SYMPATHY. 


President's ‘Message—Adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 

Washington, June 25.—Secretary Gresham 
received a message from Ambassador Eus- 
tis this morning, announcing the death 
of the Fremch president. Almost at the 
same moment (11 o’clock a, m.) M. Paten- 
tore, the French ambassador, called, bring- 
ing the official notification of the French 
government. Mr. Gresham immediately 
started for the white house, and the presi- 
dent addressed the following message to 
congress: 

‘*To ithe Senate and House of Representa- 
tives—The shocking intelligence has just 
been received that the president of the 
French wepuwblic met his death yesterday 
at the hands of an assassin. This terrible 
event, which has overtaken our sister re- 
public, cannot fail to deeply arouse the 
sympathies of the American nation, while 
the violent termination of a career promis- 
ing so much in aid of liberty and in ad- 
vancing civilization is an affliction to 
mankind. GROVER CLEVELAND, 

“Executive Mansion, June 25, 1894.’ 

The president also directed the following 
message to be sent to Ambassador Eustis 
in Paris: 

‘State Department, Washington, D. C., 
June 25, 1894—Kustis, Ambassador, Paris, 
France: Express to the minister of for- 
éign affairs the profound sorrow with 
which the president and the American peo- 
ple have heard of the atrocious erime 
which has robbed a sister republie of its 
wise, humane and patriotic chief magis- 
trate. GRESHAM.” 

Sorrow in the Senate. 

Washington, June :25.—The assassina- 
tion of the president of the French republic 
was the one overruling topic in the senate 
—as in the city—this morning. 

It was referred to in the opening prayer 
of the chaplain of the senate, who im- 
plored that divine grate and mercy may 
rest upon us and our afflicted country, so 
that we may at least come to that unity 
and brotherhood intended by Jesus Christ, 
the ruler of the world. 

The reading of Saturday’s journal was 
dispensed with and, after a quorum of 
the senate had appeared, Mr. Morgan, 
chairman of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, rose and, in a voice tremulous with 
emotion, said: 

“Mr. President, a duty devolves upon 
me, aS chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations of the senate, to make 
the saddest announcement that can be 
made to the American people in regard to 
any event outside of their own borders. 
It is the death, by assassination, of Presi- 
dent Carnot, of the republic of France. In 
view of that very oppressive and alarming 
event at which the nations of the earth 
will feel a serious shock, I present for the 
consideration of the senate the following 
resolutions: 

“Resolved, That the senate of the United 
States unites with the American people in 
expressing their sorraw and Sympathy to 
the people of France in the national be- 
reavement they are suffering from the 
cruel blow of an assassin, which was aimed 
at ‘the peace of France and fell upon the 
heart of the president, and as a mark of 
respect due to the memory of the wise, 
Virtuous and patriotic president of the 
republic of France, the senate will, at 
the close of this proceeding, stand ad- 
journed until tomorrow at 10 o’clock a. m. 

“Resolved, That the president of the 
United States is requested to communicate 
this expression of national sorrow to the 
government of the republic of France and 
to Mme. Carnot.’’ 

Morgan’s Touching Speech, 

The resolutions having been read, Mr. 
Morgan said: 

“The grief of a national bereavement 
never falis upon France without exciting 
the sympathies of the American peopie. In 
the earliest days of this republic France 
won the gratitude of the people of the 
United States and created a sentiment of 
the deepest and most sincere regard, which 
has united the names of Washington and 
Lafayette in a sacred memory that is im- 
perishable. In the progress of both na- 
tions toward the highest attainments of 
civilization and government France and 
the United States ot America have moved 
abreast, and in the front rank of the great 
powers of the world without controversy 
or jealousy. In the nable purpose of se- 
curing to other people the blessings of 
liberty, regulated by law and founded upon 
the sovereignty of the people, France and 
the United States have achieved a common 
result and have established immutably 
the true and just basis of human govern- 
ment. . 

“It is not to be expected that ungrateful 
and vicious men will not find a pretext for 
license and anarchy in their daring efforts 
to abolish all restraints that interfere 
with their wicked passions and induigences, 
or that they will not appeal to the sacred 
name of liberty as a shelter for their mis- 
chievous designs. Under forms of govern- 
ment less liberal toward their subjects and 
more repressive of the common liberties of 
mankind, the same pretexts for crime are 
found by such persons in their fierce de- 
voted against a life consuiship, but without 
any personal animosity, and that he was 
quite prepared to render obedience to the 
emperor should he be elected. He spoke in 
high praise of the Américan form of govern- 
ment, and added that Bonaparte hight have 
adopted it at the time of the treaty of 
Amiens. When he voted in the naitonal 
convention for the execution of Louis XVI 
he said: ‘In my qpinion, both justice and 
goqd policy require the death of Louis; but 
I must confess that never a duty weighed 
80 heavily upon me.’ 

A Patriotic Family. 

“The son of this great war minister was 

the father of the stricken president of

giance to Louis Napoleon as emperor of 
France, and declined a seat in the French 
assembly to which he was elected during 
his voluntary €xile. In the second empire 
he was classed as a socialist, but his pa- 
triotism was recognized as being devoutly 
sincere, even by Napoleon III. 

‘No man in France has inherited greater 
honors, or a better title to the love of the 
French people than .-Marie Francois Sadi 
Carnot, and no man’s life has better justi- 
fied his right to the distinguished tribute to 
his worth bestowed upon him by France, 
nunciations of tyranny. But in each case 
the government owes the duty to the peo- 
ple of the stern and summary repression 
of the crime, and especially of crimes that 
threaten the integrity of the state and the 
peace of the country. 

“President Carnot, the honest friend of 
liberty, regulated and supported by law, 
was marked as a victim by the men who, 
being criminally insane, hold society and 
law in contempt and cruise through the 
world in the propagation of political piracy 
and murder. Because he loved the liberty 
of law, he was selected for violent, brutal 
sacrifice, and has perished by the assassin’s 
hands. M. Carnot came from a family of 
heroic men, who never faltered in their 
love of liberty, established in justice and 
regulated by law. His grandfather so loveé 
the liberty of France that he was the one 
senator who alone voted that the consul 
was not an emperor, that France was ‘re- 
publican,’ and that the imperial power was 
rot the legitimate offspring of the French 
revolution. He had voted to execute Louis 
XVI, and had refused to restore the powers 
of royalty in the person ot Napoleon bona- 
parte. In casting mts vote against the ele- 
vation of Napotéom™o imperial power and 
title he declared that he would vote against 
the empire for the same reason that he had 
in his election to the presidency of the re- 
public. His administration of the govern- 
ment has been that of peace, attended with 
great prosperity. There is no stain of in- 
rocent blood upon his historic record, That 
which flowed from his pure and generous 
heart to appease a thirst for revenge upon 
society and upon government because they 
reprobate the crimes of anarchists, is sa- 
cred to every human being in the world who 
is in harmony with the purposes of republi- 
can institutions and the desire to establish 
personal and national liberty on the founda- 
tios laid by the people of the right to make 
their laws, and the duty of unqualified obe- 
dience to their authority, lt was the high- 
est aspiration of Carnot thus to establish 
justice and thus to guarantee Lltery to 
France, and his death was a sacrilice to 
the cause he so worthily supported. 

‘America deplores the cost of this noble 
effort to France, to Carnot, and to the cause 
of self-government.” 

Mr. Sherman, a member of the committee 
on foreign relaitons, and its chairman in 
the last congress, next addressed the sen- 
ate. He said: 

“I heartily approve the resolution offered 
by the senator from Alabama, and all he 
has said in favor of its adoption. The peo- 
ple of the United States and the people of 
krance have been bound together by a tie 
since the period of the revolution which has 
never been forgotten by the people of the 
United States. When they meet a great dis- 
aster, such as the‘one which has just befal- 
len them so suddenly, the people of the 
United States sympathize with them, appre- 
ciate their situation and earnestly hope that 
the crime which has been committed—so 
bad, so dangerous, so cruel, so merciless— 
may pass away and only brighten and 
clear the atmosphere to that country so in- 
teresting to us.’”’ 

The resolutions were agreed to, and the 
vice president, in accordance therewith, de- 
clared the senate GUjourned until tomorrow 
at 10 o’clock a. m. 

Announced to the House. 

The influence of the assassination of 
President Carnot was manifested in the hall 
of the house this morning before Speaker 
Crisp rapped the house to order. The horri- 
wie event was the invariable topic of con- 
versation among the members and the gal- 
leries contained more than the usual num- 
ber of spectators, drawn thither to observe 
the proceedings in respect thereof. 

in his prayer, Chaplain Bagby touchingly 
referred to the blow that had fallen upon 
our sister republic, and gave thanks that 
the lives of our own rulers and prominent 
men had been spared. 

Immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal a message from the president was an- 
nounced by Mr. Pruxden, executive secre- 
tary. it was the official notification of the 
assassination of President Carnot and was 
at once laid before the house. 

Mr.McCreary, of Kentucky, chairman of 
the committee on foreign affairs, was recog- 
nized and addressed the house as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: The civilized world is 
Shocked and sorrow stricken by the an- 
houncement of the assassination of the 
president of the French republic. Hé was, 
in many respects, an ideal president, and 
was loved and respected in his own country 
and regarded with confidence and admira- 
tion in other countries. His death is a se- 
rious calamity for France and for Europe, 
and all over our country the people are fill- 
ed with sympathy and sorrow. 

“France is one of the great republics of 
the world. The relations of our country 
with that country are peaceful and cordial, 
and we should show in a marked and con- 
spicuous manner our sorrow for the sad af- 
fliction which has fallen upon our sister 
republic. I therefore,-ask that the resolu- 
tions which I now offer be adopted: 

“Resolved, That the house of representa- 
tives of the United States of America has 
heard with profound sorrow of the assassin- 
ation of President Carnot, and tender the 
people of France sincere Sympathy in their 
national bereavement. 

“That the president of the United States 
be requested to communicate this expression 
of Sorrow of the government to the repub- 
lic of France and to Madame 
Carnot, and as a further mark of re- 
Spect to the memory of the president of the 
French republic the house of representa- 
tives do now adjourn.” 

Mr. Hitt’s Tribute. 

Mr. Hitt, of Lllinois, a member of the 
committee and formerly secretary of the le- 
gation at Paris, said: 

“Mr. Speaker: All the people of the United 
States today share in the grief and horror 
of the French national calamity which has 
fallen upon them, and this house but ex- 
presses the universal] feeling of the Ameri- 
can people in the resolution that is pro- 
posed. It is a calamity not alone to the 
French people that President Carnot has 
been stricken down, for nations are so in- 
terdependent at this time in which we live 
that it is a blow felt by every lover of lib- 
erty and order in the world. President Car- 
not at the present time of critical questions 
pending in Europe was a’ man whose per- 
sonality was of grave and great importance, 
aside from and above his political position. 
He was chosen in 1887, at a time when there 
were other and far more brilliant names 
presented for the presidency. M. Brisson 
M. Floquet, M. de Freycinet and M. Jules 
Ferry, names that were known far more 
widely than his; but the reputation he had 
earned in the chamber of deputies, a body 
which exactly corresponds to the house of 
representatives of the United States, by his 
temperate, moderate, sensible and iaborious 
course through years of patriotic Service, 
had built up for him a strogg name and won 
the confidence % all, so that he was chosen 
president, and it was a most hopeful sign 
in this, our day, that a nation, believed to 
be the one most easily charmed with ang led 
aside by brilliant qualities, should have, 
in a moment of grave trial, selected as chief 
ruler a man who was the very «embodiment 
of saving common sense. He was about to 
be re-elected president of the repuolic, and 
at this time, when social disorder is threat- 
ened in so many places, when the interests 
of great nations are liable to vome in con- 
flict and plunge the world into -umult and 
strife, we can feel not merely pe-sonal 
grief and anxiety for the wanton murder of 
a good man, fallen by the red hand of 
crime, but a widér sorrow for the loss of a 
wise statesman in such a high and respon- 
sible position, that the whole of mankind 
suffered a blow when he fell. I join with 
my colleague, Mr. McCreary, in the expres- 
sion of the sympathy which I believe every 
individual in this house and in the nation 
shares with the French people.”

PREMIER CRISPPS REMARKS, 


“Every Nation Ought to Raise Its Re- 
probation Against Anarchists.” 
Rome, June 25.—In the course of -his re- 
marks in the senate this morning on the 
assassination of President Carnot, Premier 
Crispi said the murderer belonged to an 
infamous sect that recognized neither coun- 
try nor family and against whom every 
=< ought to raise its active reproba- 

on. 

The president of the senate expressed his 
indignation at the idea that any oppro- 
brium should attach to Italy through M. 
Carnot’s assassination. He hoped on the 
contrary that the event would become a 
pledge of unity through the mutual sorrow 
of France and Italy. 

The Italian senate adjourned as a@ mark 
of respect to the memory of M. Warnot. 

All of the Italian bourses closed today 

in honor of the memory of President Car- 
not. ’ 
The pope is deeply affected by the assas- 
sination of President Carnot. His holiness 
has advised his entourage to offer prayers 
that complications between France and It- 
aly may be averted. 

The officials of the chamber of deputies, 
headed by Signor Biancheri, together with 
the officials of the municipality, called at 
the French ambassy after the adjournment 
of the chambers to express their Sympathy. 
Signor Biancheri presented to the French 
ambassador the resolution of sympathy and 
sorrow passed by the chamber of deputies. 
These resolutions are highly eulogistic of 
the dead president. The reports of anti- 
Italian demonstrations in Lyons have cre- 
ated great excitement in political circles. 
Premier Crispi has wired the prefects of 
all the departments instructing them to 
take effective measures to prevent any 
countermanifestations against Frenchmen, 

Emperor William’s Message. 

Kiel, June 25.—The telegram sent by the 
errpneror to the German ambassador at Par- 
is this morning was as follows: 

“Express to the government of France my 
indignation at the murder of President Car- 
not, whom I esteemed highly.’’ 

The kKaiser’s telegram to Mme, 
which was sent personally, read: 

“The empress and I are profoundly afflict- 
ed by the horrible news. Be persuaded, 
madame, of our entire sympathy. Our 
sentiments at this moment are with you 
and your family. God give you strength 
to support you under the terrible blow. 
Your husband, who was worthy of his great 
name, is dead, like a soldier on the battle- 
field.’’ 

King Humbert’s Telegram. 

Rome, June 25.—King Humbert today sent 
a telegram to Mme, Carnot saying: 

“The blow that struck your’ hysband 
struck at the same time my heart. The 
queen's grief is profound. Italy is wounded 
not less than France, All share in your 
mourning.’’ 

.nNg Humbert went personally to the 
French embassy to convey his sympa *hies. 
He also sent a dispatch to Premier Dupuy 
recalling the fact that the assassination of 
President Carnot occurred on the anniver- 
sary of the battle of Solferino, which was 
won by the armies of France and Italy, and 
adding: 

“That sacred day which united the two 
nations in common glory reunites them in 
common sorrow.’’ 

Britain’s Sympathy. 

London, June 25.—The house of commons 
was filled with members and visitors at the 
opening of today’s sitting. The members 
were unanimous in expressing sympathy 
with France. 

Sir William Harcourt arose and announced 
that they move an address to the queen, re- 
questing her majesty to associate any sen- 
timent of her own feeling which might con- 
wey to Frfmnce the abhorrence with which 
the house of commons regarded the crime, 
which deprived President Carnot of his life. 
The announcement was received with 
cheers. 

Following the precedent adopted at the 
time of the death of President James A. 
Garfield, the British court. will go into 
mourning for a week out of respect to the 
memory of the late President Carnot.

AN ANTI-ANARCHIST BILL 


Introduced in the House of Represen- 
tatives Yesterday. 
Washington, June 25.—One result of the 
assassination of President Carnot was the 
introduction today by W. A. Stone, of 
Pennsylvania, of a bill defining the term 
“anarchist,” and providing penalties for 
crimes attempted by anarchists« The. bill 
provides that any person or persons ap- 
pointed, designated or employed by any so- 
ciety or organization, existing in this coun- 
try or in any foreign country, vhich pro- 
vides in writing or by verbal agreement, un- 
derstanding or countenance, for the taking 
of human life unlawfully, or for the wun- 
lawful destruction of a building or buildings 
or other property where the loss of human 
life is the probable result of such destruc- 
tion of property, shall be deemed an anarch- 
ist. Any persen or persons being an an- 
archist or anarchists, as defined by the first 
section of this act, who shall attempt the 
life of any person holding office, elective or 
appointive, or employed under the constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, or who 
shall attempt the destruction of any build- 
ing or buildings or other property where 
the loss of the life of any such United 
States official or employe would be the 
probable result of such destruction of build- 
ingseor other property, shall, upon trial and 
conviction of such offense where such of- 
fense was attempted, be sentenced to death 
by hanging, which sentence shall be execut- 
ed by the marshal of the district in ac- 
cordance with the sentence of the judge be- 

fore whom the case was tried.

THEY SOLD WHISKY. 
One Is Seventy-Five and the Other Filty. 
Mother and Daughter, 


CHARGED WITH KEEPING BLIND TIGERS 


The Country Police Worked Up the Cases. 
Judge Rodgers Will Defend Them. 
Four Cases Against Each. 


Two women, both wrinkled and old, 
mother and daughter, waited yesterday af 
the courthouse for a trial on the charge 
of selling whisky without a license, but the 
cases were postponed until Monday. 

The women are Rebecca and Nan¢y 
Phillips; the first named is the mother and 
the last one is the daughter. Rebecca 
Phillips is seventy-five years old and Nancy 
is fifty. Four accusations rest against each, 
and both are charged with keeping a blind 
tiger. The arrests were made by Chief R. 
G. Conn, of the county police. 

It seems that the two women live out on 
Peachtree road in a little cottage of their 
own, and work for their modest living. 
The attention of the chief of the county 
police wag attracted to their home by the 
crowds of boys and men that frequently 
gathered near. At last he set a trap for 
them, and the result was that they were 
arrested. Four men were sent by Chief 
Conn to buy whisky, and all sueceeded. 
Among them was the man Miller who did 
some detective work in the dumping ground 
stables fire. 

Chief Conn says that the two women are 
undoubtedly guilty, and that it is pretty 
certain that they keep no less than fifteen 
or twenty gallons of liquor in stock. He 
also says that he watched the place upon 
one occasion and as many as half a hun- 
dred men and boys visited it while he was 
spying. Considering the age of the women, 
the case is one of peculiar interest, 

Another feature in the cases of the wo- 


men is the fact that Judge Robert L. 
Rodgers, represents the defendants. It 


was Judge Rodgers who wrote 
the very spicy card attacking 
the county commissioners for appoint- 
ing the county police, and jumping on 
the county police for going beyond the 
proper bounds in attempting to make an 
arrest. It will be remembered that Chair- 
man Collier made a very spicy reply, and, 
in answer to Judge Rodgers’s request for 
authority, referred to Colonel Thomson, the 
county attorney. The authority of the 
county police to mak® arrests will probably 
be questioned by Judge Rodgers, and he 
will doubtless make a hard fight on the 
line that the county commissioners had no 
right to appoint the county police, and 
that they are, therefore, without any right 
to make arrests of no matter what char- 
acter. 

The trial of the women will be a test 
case, and it is said by several attorneys of 
prominence that Judge Rodgers has a good 
cause on his hands, and may be able to 
secure a decision declaring the county po- 
lice entirely without the proper authority 
to make arrests. Thus, much interest cen- 
ters in the trial of these women. It is 
probable that County Attorney Thornson 
will assist the solicitor in the prosecution 


of the cases.

PREVENTS TEXAS FEVER. 


Inoculation Certainly Saves 
Cattle Subject to the Disease. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 25.—(Special.)—Dr. C. 
F. Dawson, Uinted States veterinary sur- 
geon, is again at New Berne, looking after 
cattle which are there being experimented 
with to see if vaccination will prevent Tex- 
as fever. Cattle which were not vaccinated 
are having fever the second time, while 
none of those which were vaccinated have 
had it at all. Dr. Dawson thinks that the 
experiment has demonstrated beyond doubt 
that Texas fever can be prevented by vac- 
cination, and a way has been discovered by 
which northern. cattle may be sent south 
with impunity. Only northern cattle are 
Subject to the disease. It is produced ‘by 
blood parasites,and the pastures around New 
Berne were selected as specially fitted for 
such experiments. 

An Indiana capitalist has discovered and 
is now developing a large and valuable de- 
posit of kaolin near Bryson City, Swain 
county. He will erect a large mill upon the 
property. A free gold bearing quartz vga, 
very rich, has also been discovered in the 
same vicinity.

which was the 13th. The lowest was 46 
degrees, on the Ist. 

The mean or normal ‘temperature for 
June is splendid, 76 degrees. 

The warmest June in the past fifteen 
years was in 1890, with an average tem- 
perature of 79 degrees, and the coldest June 
was that of 1884, with an average temper- 
ature of 71 degrees. 

The highest temperature in any June 
was 98 degrees, which occurred on June 
30, 1890, and the lowest temperature in any 
June was 39 degrees, on June 1, 15889. 

While the temperature has. been about 
normal the rainfall has been far below 
the normal. The normal rainfall for June 
is 4.45 inches, and the present month has 
been unusually dry. The total amount of 
rain up to date is only .86 inches, and the 
deficiency since the list of the month is 
2.33 inches, while the deficiency since Jan- 
uary ist is 9.56 inches, so it will be seen 
that not only has this month been very 
dry, but the past six months have also. 

The greatest rainfall in any June in the 
past fifteen years was 10.78 inches in 1884, 
and the-least monthly precipitation was 
only 1.12 inches in 1890. With only five more 
days and the total precipitation only .86, 
it looks as if this month will be dryer than 
the June of 1890. 


FLOWERS IN A PRISON. 


A Wonderful Reformation Accom- 
plished by a Noble Woman. 


At a recent meeting of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union for the north 
side, Mrs. Kellam, the superintendent, gave 
an interesting account of her flower mis- 
sion. 

A few weeks ago, with Mrs. Trippe and 
Mrs. O’Connor, she went to the Fulton 
county prison, taking with her about fifty 
bouquets of flowers, tied with white rib- 
bons and with a text of scripture attached 
to each bouquet. On the Sunday follow- 
ing a visit was made to the convict camps, 
with 250 bouquets. The prisoners received 
them eagerly and seemed to take a great 
deal of interest in the scripture verses. 
Knowing that whisky had accomplished 
their ruin the little bow of white ribbon had 
a sweet significance to them. Like the 
rainbow it was a sacred emblemthe sign 
of a covenant made to them by hundreds 
of praying hearts all over the land. 

Mrs. Kellam has since learned that many 
of them have been caused to lead better 
lives by reason of these efforts in their be- 
half. She has undertaken to supply them 
with fans, to be used by them on Sunday, 
when they are not employed, during the 
summer months. On each fan an appro- 
priate verse from the scripture is printed. 
She has already distributed 127 fans and in- 
tends to give five or six dozen more to the 
different prisons and to the hospitals. The 
work of this noble woman appeals to all 
who are interested in lifting up the fallen 
and restoring them to honorable positions 
in society. Truly, in the language of the 
scripture, she will have many souls for her 
hire and many bright stars in her crown of 
rejoicing. 


TEACHERS AT WORK. 


Both White and Colored Teachers Are 
Receiving Splendid Training. 
The teachers’ institute of Fulton county, 
which is in session at two places, will Keep 
the teachers busy for the rest of the week. 
The programme of study that Judge Fain, 
county school commissioner, mapped out 
is a splendid one, full of fine instruction. 
The white teachers are in session on the 
second floor of the Chamber of Commerce, 
where they were addressed yesterday morn- 
ing by State School Commissioner 8. D. 
Bradwell. The colored teachers are in 
session at the Loyd street church. The 
address of Commissioner Bradwell was thor- 
oughly interesting and was full of splendid 
thought and material facts that are always 
good for those who have charge of growing 

minds. 

The teachers’ institute is much on the 
order of a normal school and is productive 
of great good.

The Cripple Creek Affair. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 25, 1894,—Ed- 
itor Constitution: Your editorial in 
this morning’s issue “A Reign of Terror,”’ 
referring to the outrage perpetrated upon 
Adjutant General Tarsney at Colorado 
Springs, Col., Saturday morning, does an 
injustice, unintentional, of course, to the 
miners of Cripple Creek, as you appear to 
be under the impression that the kidnaping 
and tarring and feathering were done by 
the strikers, while from the press reports, 
we are told that they were committed by 
‘four or five deputies.”’ ; 

I have just returned from Colorado and 
have some information on the Cripple Creek 
affair. The striking miners are and have 
been most friendly to Governor Waite and 
the other state officers, and have obeyed 
every command of the militia sent by the 
governor to suppress the rioting, The 
threatened war was caused by the sheriff 
of kl] Paso county, which includes Colorado 
Springs and Cripple Creek, summoning a 
large posse of 1,000 men or more from the 
scums of Denver and Colorado Springs, 
who have, for the most part, been proven 
to be crooks and thugs who were bent alcne 
on having trouble and who defied the com- 
mands of the sheriff himself, almost daily, 
and more than once threatened to disobey 
his orders and march on to Bul Hill, where 
the miners were fortified and ‘kill the last 
one or die in the attempt.”’ 

These deputies were a lawless set who 
were being paid $5 per day to ‘‘shoot down” 
the miners, and had it not been for the 
prompt action of Governor Waite in order- 
ing out the militia to suppress the rioting, 
trouble would have ensued. 

The deputies established a censorship over 
the telegraph and newspapers and took 
complete control of the country around 
Divide, a little station twenty-five miles in 
the mountains trom Colorado Springs, and 
near Cripple Creek. 

The deputies were very much incensed 
at the appearance of the military and open- 
ly theratened to defy the authority of Ad- 
jutant General Tarsney and march on to 
Bull Hill, but they became submissive only 
when the adjutant drew up his forces be- 
tween the deputies and the miners, and pre- 
vented a battle between them which would 
have resulted in gregt losses, as both sides 
were determined. The miners immediately 
laid down their arms to General Tarsney, 
and submitted to arrest peaceably, dermon- 
strating that they were only protecting 
themselves and families from  thftat- 
ened slaying by a mob of unruly tough 
characters who wanted to fight at any 
cost. This interference by the state forces 
so embittered the deputies that they re- 
volted and loudly called for revenge on the 
militia, which resulted in the crime being 
committed on General Tarsney at Colorado 
Springs Saturday morning. 

It is not reasonable to suppose that the 
miners would outrage a man who had be- 
friended them at every hand, and, besides, 
they were almost prohibited from entering 
Colorado Springs and would not have been 
able to do such an act of violence in the 
camp of the deputies. 

The fact that General Tarsney had been 
among the miners at Cripple Creek several 
weeks and had been instrumental in settling 
the trouble between the mine owners and 
the miners, and had not been moleste*, is 
sufficient proof to convince any person Yvith 
any knowledge of the situation that this 
crime was not committed by the miners, 
but by the disappointed and revengeful dep- 
uties. It is not my intention to defend the 
strikers, except to the extent that they 
should not be accused of whitecapping, 
which the circumstances prove that they 
could not have been guilty of. Respectfully,

The Assassination of Carnot. 

The untimely death of President 
Carnot at the hands of an Italian an- 
archist has sent a thrill of horror and 
indignation throughout the civilized 
world. 

France has never had a better presi- 
dent than the great man who perished 
under Santo’s dagger last Sunday. He 
was the grandson of that tried and true 
tribune of the people, Lazare Carnot, 
who voted for the death of Louis AVI, 
in the French convention of 1791, and 
Whose military successes while in com- 
mand of the army of the north won him 
the title of “the organizer of victory.” 
This true patriot opposed the extreme 
measures Of Robespierre. Later he was 
Napoleon’s minister of war. He retired 
from office when he understood the am- 
bitious plans of the emperor, but again 
rendered him-importayt service when 
the empire was in danger. He was 
noted for his Roman virtues, and Na- 
poleon always respected his scruples 
and held him in the highest esteem. He 
left a son who was equally distinguished 
for his lofty character, and the grand- 
son who was murdered at Lyons was in 
all respects a worthy scion of this re- 
markable family. All three of the Car- 
nots signalized themselves by their un- 
selfish patriotism, their scholarship and 
love of science, their courage and their 
splendid talents and stainless names. 
It is not strange that such a man as 
the late President Carnot should have 
won the love of the people he served so 
well. His death will be regarded as a 
public calamity by the good people of 
every land, and the rulers of kingdoms 
as well as republics will sincerely sym- 
pathize with France in her hour of 
affliction. 

The lesson of the assassination points 
no particular political moral. - Santo 
represented nothing but that wicked 
and senseless spirit of desperate and 
reckless destruction which we call an- 
archy. He belonged to that growing 
class of outlaws in the old world and 
the new who have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by an upheaval— 
whose blind and unreasoning hatred is 
directed against all authority, both di- 
vine and human. Such fiends delight in 
the tumultuous horrors of a social revo- 
lution. They dream only of treason, 
stratagems and spoils. 

The assassination of a president or a 
monarch in these days is only an inci- 
dent—a rare and an exceptional. oecur- 
rence, and it is more likely to awaken 
the sober second thought of a people 
than to plunge them into anarchy. The 
French people will not despair of the 
republic because this misfortune has 
befallen them. They will be all the 
more loyal and united, and henceforth 
there will be so little tolerance for the 
wretches who talk about assassination 
as a remedy for real and imaginary 
evils that there will be no room for 
them in France. This feeling will spread 
to other countries, and we may leok 
for prompt and firm action by every 
government to suppress and punish the 
public enemies who are plotting against 
the peace and welfare of society. 

Out of this calamity some good may 
come, and it will probably come in the 
shape of a moral and patriotic public 
sentiment concentrated against individ- 
uals and organizations whose doctrines 
and purposes logically point to such 
crimes against God and man as the red- 
handed madness which has just carried 
grief and terror to every fireside in 
France. 
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The Banks and the Gold Reserve. 

At last accounts the New York banks 
were still shy and modest. The New 
York editors had advertised that there 
would be a great display of magnanim- 
ity on the part of the banks when the 
gold reserve in the treasury was re- 
duced to the point at which Secretary 
Carlisle issued bonds last February. 

But the gold reserve is practically 
down to $69,000,000, and@ the banks 
still cry. We do not criticise them for 
their attitude. We only protest that 
when a spectacle is advertised to come 
off those who assemble to witness it 
ought not to be disappointed. Still, 
there is some excuse to be found in the 
old saying that “a wet night will spoil 
the fireworks.” 

A casual reader of the metropolitan 
newspapers would conclude that the for- 
eign houses engaged in shipping gold 
have no dealings with the banks at all, 
but go to the subtreasury with their 
paper money, draw out the gold and 
cart it off to a steamer. But the truth 
is that the foreign houses do all their 
business through the banks where they 
have their accounts. They inform the 
banks that they want so much gold to 
be shipped by the steamer sailing on 
such a day, and make a deposit of cur- 
rency to cover the amount. The banks, 


instead of supplying the gold out of 


| their own vaults—they now hold about 
$90,000,000—draw it out of the subtreas- 
ury and thus do an active part in de- 
pleting the reserve. 

We are not criticising the banks, but 
merely stating a simple fact. The truth 
is, the banks have no more business to 
run to the aid of the treasury than the 
treasury has to run to theirs—though 
we believe there have been occasions 
when there was an interplay of cour- 
tesies of this sort. 

Nobody can now foretell what the 
upshot of the gold export business is to 
be; nobody knows when it will come to 
an end. Explanations of-it do not ex- 
plain. It was said, at first, that Europe 
Wes returning our securities; in point 
of fact Europe has been a large buyer 
recently. It is now said that our gold 
is going out because it can be more 
profitably employed abroad. But this 
statement will hardly hold water in the 
face of the fact that money is 1 per cent 
in New York and one-half of 1 per cent 
in London. The only reasonable explana- 
tion is that European bankers want our 
xold to add to their stocks for the reason 
that they can get it for the asking. 
Every other treasury protects its gold 
supply. Ours, by violating the letter as 
Well as the spirit of the law—by allow- 
ing the government creditor to discrim- 
inate between the two forms of money 
in which his demand may be lawfully 
paid—leaves it in the power of the 
foreign bankers to deplete our gold sup- 
ply as rapidly as it is accumulated. 

The outlook is that we shall have 
another issue of gold bonds—say $70,- 
VOO.000—and that the foreign bankers 
Will so manipulate exchange as to take 
it out of the treasury. How long this 
will continue remains to be 
seen. The eastern bankers say that if 
the treasury doesn’t pay out gold on de- 
mand the country will go to a silver 
basis. On the other hand, if the treas- 
ury continues to pay out gold on demand 
it is reasonably certain to zo to a pre- 
mium—and this, in the jargon of finan- 
cial ignorance. means the. silver 
basis. So there you are!

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An Appeal from the West. 

In the mortgage-burdened west the 
unfortunate debtors who have borrowed 
money on their real estate complain that 
it is unfair to compel them to pay their 
Obligations in full when the shrinkage 
of values under the gold standard has 
so seriously affected their lands, labor 
and products. 

The Denver Times takes the position 
that certain classes of debts should be 
scaled down. It says: 

Western railroads are owned in the east. 


They are all mortgaged for more than they 


cost. They have frequently scaled their 


debts with the forced consent of their cred- 
itors and have never been charged with re- 
pudiation. There is a mortgage upon one 
western railroad of $4,886,000. It draws 4 
per cent. A committee on reorganization, 
aided by the great Henry Clews, the man 
Who detests repudiation and dishonest 
money so very much, has decided that these 
railroad bonds shall be cut down precisely 
two-thirds. In other words, 66 2-3 cents of 
every dollar is to be repudiated. If the 
bondholders do not like it they will have to 
stand it or be subjected to endless litigation. 
It is essentially repudiation. It is repudia- 
tion made necessary by the condition of 
business, without a doubt. It ig repudia- 
tion resulting from the establishment of 
the gold standard, beyond any question. 
Still it is that odious, horrible, + detestable 
repudiation, so much of which is charged 
upon western people without any justifica- 
tion whatever. 

The lesson taught by this financial per- 
formance i#s that all the mortgages held 
in the west upon which equity owners are 
unable to pay the interest should either 
have their principal or their interest scaled 
down by mutual consent. Six per cent now 
is aS much as 8 per cent was a year ago. 
it will buy as much of the necessities of 
life. It will give the money lender as much 
real income as he had before and it will 
spare the unfortunate debtor from what 
amounts to cruel robbery under the sanc- 
tity of a contract. The holders of small in- 
dividual mortgages’ should congratulate 
themselves that they can get their interest 
by reducing its rate. They are far more 
fortunate than the investors in railroad 
bonds. 


Apparently there is a good deal of 
equity in this view, but it is of an im- 
practicable kind, and The Times tacitly 
admits it when it suggests that the 
mortgages in question should be scaled 
down by the mutual consent of the 
mortgagers and the mortgagees. The 
hardships caused by our financial policy 
are Of a peculiar nature beyond the 
province of the courts to redress. 

While the west deserves general sym- 
pathy, we cannot refrain from congrat- 
ulating the people of the south upon 
their escape from a similar misfortune. 
The southern land owners have steadily 
resisted the morgage temptation. They 
have struggled along under adverse cir- 
cumstances, and made the best of their 
hard conditions, and their industry and 
economy have enabled them to stand 
the strain of the gold standard better 
than the people of any other section. 
The western people have developed and 
overdeveloped their country on_ bor- 
rowed money. Not aatisfied with a 
natural growth, they have forced their 
progress until their cities and railroads 
have become the wonder of the world. 
At last the day of reckoning has come, 
and the creditors want their money or 
at least the interest that was agreed 
upon. 

In this case the 
choice. They must stick to their con- 
tracts. If our changed financial policy 
has made them unable to settle without 
a sacrifice they must make the sacrifice. 
In no country under the sun will the 
creditor class listen to such an appeal as 
The Denver Times makes. They will 
demand their dues, and there is no legal 
reason why they should not. The thing 
for the western people to do is to get 
together with the democratic masses 
and stand by their representatives in 
congress who are trying to carry out 
the pledges of the Chicago platform. 
All will be well when the people get the 
financial relief and the revenue tariff 
promised by the national democracy.

He extended his 
trip to Florida, and since his return to 
New York there is a notable absence of 
the anti-southern nonsense which once 
disfigured the pages of his bright paper. 
He is as strongly republican as ever, 
but he no longer conducts his old eru- 
sade against the south. On the con- 
trary, the colonel shows a friendly in- 
terest in our progress, and no northern 
newspaper is a more earnest advocate 
of the Atlanta exposition than The Ad- 
vertiser. 

We believe that this change is the re- 
sult of mingling with our people, and 
we hope that the good work will con- 
tinue. The two sections should visit 
each other and compare notes. It will 
make them better friends and they will 
be mutually helped. The cheap excur- 
sions will enable northern home-seekers 
in the south to see for themselves just 
what we have here, and they will soon 
find out that their southern brethren be- 
long to the best type of Americans and 
believe in one flag, one destiny and a 
policy that will benefit and bless the 
people of every section, This is the way 
to build up a new north as well as a 
new south.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Edward H. Seely, the snort story writer, 
committed suicide in Brooklyn last Satur- 
day, by cutting his throat. Mr. Seely 
had quite a reputation for short stories. 
Fiction from his pen has appeared in nearly 
all the big magazines and weeklies. Many 
of his best stories have been printed in 
-.arper’s Weekly. The dead man first got a 
literary reputation while at Yale college, 
where he was graduated. He was an editor 
of The Yale Literary Magizine while in col- 
lege, and a member of the famous Skull 
and Bones and of the Phi Beta Kappa 5So- 
ciety. After leaving college Mr. Seely took 
up literary work in earnest. Many of his 
stories dealt with Texan life, and one of 
his books, entitled “A Lone Star Idyll,”’ 
made quite a hit. Several works of fiction 
were turned out by Mr. Seely, all of which 
Harper Brothers published. 


A French physician says, jn The New 
York Herald: ‘‘As could easily be foreseen, 
the greater amount of water taken during 
a meal the poorer the gastric juice becomes 
in hydrochloric acid. This difference is par- 
ticularly marked at the beginning of diges- 
tion, and decreases gradually as it fro- 
gresses. A long series of experiments, un- 
dertaken on a dog with a gastric fistula, 
showed that haif an hour after a meal of 
200 grams of the amount of hydrochloric 
acid per liter of gastric contents was 1.46, 
when 250 grams of water had been taken 
with the meal, but 0.44 only, when the quan- 
tity of.water was raised to 500 grams. Two 
hours later the amount of hydrochloric acid 
was 3.60 when no water was given, 3.30 with 
250 grams of water, an 2.41 with 500 grams 
of water. The first fact clearly demonstrat- 
ed by three experiments, is that water tak- 
en at meal time hinders the progress of di- 
gestion by decreasing the aciaity of the 
gastric juice, but since a dry diet is not 
pleasant and not easy to stand, it remained 
to be seen whether the temperature of the 
water could not partially lessen the above 
mentioned drawbacks. As regards this 
point it has been ascertained that cold wa- 
te: (10 degrees or 12 degrees centigrade) has 
a much greater stimulating effect than 
warm water at 38 degrees, or hot water at 
55 degrees or 60 degrees. Two hours after 
a meal the amount of hydrochloric acid in 
the gastric juice was found to be 2.41 with 
cold water, 1.90 with warm water and 2.12 
with very hot water. In these three experi- 
ments the quantity of water given was 250 
grams. From this it will be seen that in 
cases in Which the acidity of the gastric 
juice is decreased, cold water at meals is 
particularly indicated, but when there is too 
much acidity, hot, or, rather, warm drinks 
will have a more sedative action on the ir- 
ritated mucous membrane of the stomach. 
There are two important factors connected 
with gastric digestion—the chemical one, of 


which I have just spoken, that concerns the 


action of the gastric juice on food sub- 
stances, and the physical one, that depends 
on the power of contraction of the walls of 
the stomach. Now it should be noted that 
very hot water, while appearing to have no 
stimulating action on the gastric secretion, 
seems, on the other hand, to have a very 
marked effect on the motor phenomena. 
These experiments are very interesting, and 
can be used as a guide in a number of gas- 
tric disorders which-are always so difficult 


to’ treat.” 


A Fayetteville, N. C., letter says: “Some 
fine specimens of American tea have been 
sent from here this season to ..orthern mar- 
kets, and the resilts of the sales seem to 
indicate that the culture of this crop in 
parts of the south may yet lead to large 
fortunes. It is not generally known that 
attempts were made to establish tea gar- 
dens here tefore the war, and that since the 
end of that outbreak systematic efforts have 
been made to revive the old gardens. Pro- 
fessor Massey, of the State Agricultural 
college, has been instrumental in trying to 
spread information among the farmers con- 
cerning the culture of tea, and a few have 
been induced to put out gardens. The tea 
sent from the old Smith farm this season 
brought 80 cents a polfid, and some from 
the Summerville gardens in South Carolina 
brought as high as $1 per pounds. Last sum- 
mer the tea cut at Summerville amounted 
to a dozen or two pounds, and this yéar 
several timés that amouht has been sold. 
Professor Massey says that the finest tea 
he ever tasted was grown in the south, and 
he has no doubt but it will be a future prof- 
itable crop in the Carolinas. Mr. Jackson, 
an expert tea grower from Assam, who had 
charge of the Summerville plantation under 
General Le Due, says that with negro labor 
he can raise tea more cheaply than is done 
with coolie labor in India, because of its 
greater reliability. In regard to the hardi- 
wess of the tea all observers seem to 
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_take the stump.

Democ- 
racy will secure a revision and reforma- 
tion of ovr present financial system 
throughout, including the right of the state 
of Georgia to use untaxed banks of issue, 
and, therefore, it is not necessary to lower 
the standard set in our state platform. I 
do not suppose The Constitution intended 
to commit itself to the statement. above 
quoted, but in these days of vague declara- 
tions on financial questions it is always 
safe to quote our platform. I am a silver

He Returns from Washington and Ney 
York After Ten Days. 


WENT FOR THE EXPOSITION COMPANY 


He Is Hopeful That the Exposition Bi 
Will Pass Without Much Difficulty. 
The North Endorses Its Plane 


Mr. Jack J. Spalding, genera? counsel) of 
the Cotton States and International Expo. 
sition Company, brings back glad news 
from his trip to Washington and New 
York. 

After a ten days’ absence Mr. Spalding 
returned to the city yesterday. He is ep. 
thusiastic and hopeful, and gives encoruag- 
ing reports from the exposition bill that is 
now pending before the national congress 
at Washington. 

He says everywhere the people of the 
north endorse the idea of the exposition, 
and states that it will have hearty sup. 
porters from all sections of the country. 

The widespread approval that is being 
made public through the resolutions of en. 
dorsement by state legislatures, city coun. 
cils, chambers of commerce, boards of trade 
and such in all quarters of the country, 
he declares, has had the effect of riveting 
the attention of the people of the republic 
from New York to San Francisco upon this 
great exposition, and with all these infiy. 
ences he seems mare than hopeful that the 
members of congress will, without mueh 
hesitation, pass the bill that is pending at 
Washington. 

Speaking of the incidents of his trip to 
The Constitution Mr. Spalding said: 

“On my arrival at Washington I found 
that Senators Gordon and Walsh had taken 
the exposition inatter up in the senate and 
secured a favorable report from the com- 
mittee on education, of which Mr. Kyle is 
chairman. 

“This committee endorsed the exposition 
and recommended that the pending bill be 
attached to the sundry civil bill, which is 
now before the senate committee on ap- 
propriations. The house appropriations 
committee has already favorably reported 
this bill. 

“The tariff has superseded everything 
else in the senate. The best opinion is that 
this will be out of the way this week and 
then the appropriation bills will be rapidly 


disposed of. 

“Our senators have made a careful can- 
vass and believe we will get a practically 
unanimous endorsement from the senate 
appropriations committee. Action on this 
ought to be had about ten days or two 
weeks from now. 

“Colonel Livingston and our friends in 
the house believe there will be no great 
difficulty in getting the concurrence of the 


house after the senate has passed it as 


part of the sundry civil bill. 

“The fact that the colored people are to 
be given an opportunity to make an ex- 
hibit of their progress and development 
since becoming citizens, wins a great many 
friends for our Dill. 

“The action of the Louisiana legislature, 
which Mr. Palmer _ telegraphed, has 
Strengthened the situation. 

“The resolutions passed by the recent 
meeting at the Fifth Avenue hotel in New 
York, together with many others that are 
being sent in, are doing good. 

“Secretary Smith has taken the matter

The adverse features: of the financial sit- 
uation are so numerous, the good ones so 
few, that lower prices ultimately are in- 
evitable. No one can say what quotations 
will do on a given day: As a finality which 
sooner or later must develop, a decline will 
be the natural sequel to. prevailing condi- 
tions. 


The end of the senate struggle is near. 
The coal strike is over. Both events should 
exert in a measure a good influence. But, 
as all along maintained here, earnings are 
the real foundation of values. Not only 
have they not improved, they have gone 
steadily from bad to worse, which applies 
especially to the net. Although the roads 
in April pinched themselves in every con- 
ceivable way, the loss in profit was nearly 
$3,750,000. 


This swells the decrease in net for four 
months to $10,000,000. Results for May, when 
all in, will be worse than in April. Penn- 
sylvania’s May statement to be issued this 
week will show a decrease in net of about 
$1,600,000. Such facts as these do not re- 
quire comment. They mirror the railway 
situation and the actual status of business 
with far greater accuracy than any other 
available barometer. 


High-priced stocks will be certain to suf- 
fer, including the Coalers. In view of the 
precarious condition of the anthracite trade 
a slump of 10 to 15 per cent in these shares 
would be but natural, with Jersey Central 
leading the others downward.

A combination of disheartening events 
combined to disturb confidence last week. 
Gold shipments were enormous—$8,260,000.

But the mar- 
ket held up fairly well till towards the 
close, when the directors of the New York 
Central got together and declared their reg- 
ular dividend, at the same time coolly an- 
nouncing a deficit of $750,000. 


The gauges usually applied to ascertain 
the rise and fall of the tide of trade show 
that the past week brought little general 
relief. The inflow of $3,000,000 from the in- 
terior was sufficient evidence that business 
continues dull and incapable of employing 
money lying idle. Bank clearings were 
some $20,000,000 smaller than week before 
last and were $169,000,000 less than a year 
ago. 


Exchange, closed very strong, with every 
indication of,a further large efflux of gold 
this week. With money 1 per cent here and 
one-half of 1 per cent in London, the ex- 
planation that gold goes out because it can 
be more profitably employed abroad does 
not explain. The movement of securities 
from Europe this way has undoubtedly been 
larger than is generally understood.

NEW YORK, June 2.—Summary of Hup- 
bard, Price & Co.'s cotton letter: The ac- 
tion of the cotton market tuday in the face 
of the unfavorable advices which are re- 
ported from Europe was certzinly a sur- 
prise, even te those who had considered 
cotton at present prices as offering an op- 
portunity for an investment, and the trade 
is at a loss to account for the remarkable 
steadiness in prices. It is fair to assume 
under ordinary conditions the market would 
have declined from the effect of the good 
crep accounts, falling off in the Manchester 
demand and the unfortunate result which 
might follow a political revolution ™m 
France. On the receipt of the Liverpool ad- 
vices local operators believed that the time 
had come for a further break in prices and 
sold freely at the opening on the belief that 
the forces which are so apparent to every 
one must cause a decline in the price of. cot- 
ton, but there seems to be sufficient de- 
mand at present prices to absorb the offer- 
ings, and the market is practically stag- 
nant, offering little inducement to engage 
in fresh transactions. Spinners are so bare 
of stocks that their purchases are sufficient 
to absorb the floating cotton, and the mar- 
ket does not, therefore, respond to the ad- 
verse factors. The close was dull, but 
steady, about 1 point below Saturday even- 
ing. Any change in the condition which 
now surrounds the crop wou!d, in our judg» 
ment, bring an increased demand for cot- 
ton. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


NEW YORK, June 25.—(Special.)—The 
phenomenal dullness in the cotton market 
continues. The truding was unimportant 
in volume and the fluctuations may be said 
to have been within a range of a single 
point. August deliveries opened at 7.12 and 
closed at 7.13 with the tone steady. The 
bulk of the transactions in August were 
at the latter figure. The New England 
mills, which are buying their supplies from 
hand-to-mouth, are now taking spot cotton 
out of this market every day. Though 
these takings are inconsiderable they have 
an appreciable influence in the present nar- 
row market, for every hundred bales for 
future delivery which they had previvusly 
sold short as a hedge against their spot 
holdings. This demand slight, as it 1s, 
suffices to steady the market, but the «rop 
reports continue to get»ebetter every uuy, 
and there now seems to- be very little 
doubt among the traders here that, unless 
there should be a grave and general dis- 
aster to the crop, the approaching liquida 
tion in August contracts must occasion a 
further decline. As to how sharp and xe- 
rious that decline is likely to be there is, of 
course, a difference of opinion.

Corn was dull and heavy, owing to the 
liberal movement from the farmers and the 
very poor demand from shippers. This, to- 
gether with the unusually fine condition of 
the growing crop, is rather ainst holders. 

The vim seems to be out of the oat deal. 
Increased receipts and favorable reports 
from the early harvest fields caused a de- 
clihe of 1@2c per bushel in cash and future 
contracts. 

Hog product was unusually strong in 
view of the liberal receipts of hogs. The 
southern demand for immediate shipment 
was active, and holders were able to ob- 
tain 10@lic advance over last week's clos- 
ring figures. 


The Cereal Situation. 


From The Stockholder, New York. 

Considering the extraordinary gold ship- 
ments of cver $8,000,000—the largest on re- 
cord—the fact that humidity averaged about 
70 per cent, the temperature over 80, bulls in 
the wheat market had a good week. Trans- 
actions were on a fairly large scale, com- 
mission houses did a moderate amount of 
outside business, and fluctuations were of a 
character exactly to suit the trading ele- 
ment. A good traders’ market May, we 
think, be safely countd on for some time to 
come. The speculative elements now pres- 
ent are of the kind which should furnish 
lively vibrations. Prices still very low, as 
compared with previous years, and not- 
withstanding that, they have rallied about 5 
cents, the feeling among the shrewdest 
class of speculators is that wheat should be 
bought on all reactions for sharp upturns. 
Prices ruled higher during most of the 
week, 

From the point of view of the bulls, the 
most favorable feature has been t..e encour- 
aging tone of foreign cables. The latter 
came higher almost daily until near the 
close, when there was a reaction. The ad- 
vance in foreign markets was undoubtedly 
due to fears of injury to our crop and ap- 
prehension that it had been overestimated 
and to an alleged less favorable outlook in 
trance and Germany. As to the latter, 
however, conservative houses doubt very 
muc. that any damage has been done, In 
this country the winter wheat harvest forg- 
ed ahead, and at the close of the week had 
got as far north as southern illinois. The 
crop seems to be fair, both as regards quan- 
tity and quality. It may reacn 450,000,000 
bushels. There were pretty general rains in 
the southwest, but where rain was most 
needed it did not fall. It was wanted very 
badly in South Dakota. Mr. Dalrymple 
Says that the season has been unusually 
dry in both Dakotas and that the crop out- 
look is only fair. From other sources it is 
learned that even copious rains, should they 
come now, would not insure more than 
three-quarters of an average crop in South 
Dakota: Indeed, some of the estimates of 
the shortage in that section are so pro- 
nounced as to be sensational, though they 
come from people who have a good reputa- 
tion for sending reliable crop news. Re- 
ceipts continued light. Reserves in farmers’ 
hands are smaller than ever before. It 
would be marvelous, in view of that fact, 
if there should be at this time any large 
movement of wheat. exports fell off ma- 
terially and were far below thé correspond- 
ing period of a year ago. The fact is that 
last week’s encouraging cables were not ac- 
companied by . large buying orders for 
prompt shipment, Foreign houses, however, 
were free buyers of futures most of the 
week, though they sold at the close on the 
passage in the house of the Hatch anti-op- 
tion bill. A bullish statistical feature was 
the shipments from exporting countries to 
western Europe. Such shipments at 5,2650,- 
000 bushels were about’ 1,500,000 bush- 
els less than the weekly re- 
quirements and were 3,500,000 bush- 
els smaller than the ship- 
ments of week before last. The salient 
feature to this phase of the situation is the 
falling off in the exports from India. It 
would seem that India is using more wheat 
for home consumption than it bas ever used 
before. This undoubtedly is the result of 
the extraordinarily low prices of the pro- 
duct. Argentine has ghipped so heavily in 
the past two or three months that it is 
hoped its exports itn the immediate future 
will not prove a depressing factor. The 
financial situation t® Argentine seems to 
have improved and there is not now the 
necessity for heavy shipments which exist- 
ed a month ago, when gold commanded such 
a very high premium, Corn has been strong 
in the face of a very favorable crop outlook. 
Receipts, too, have been running rather 
larger than anticipated. It is not pleasant 
to a bull to see them approximating at 
(Chicago, on some days exceeding, the re- 
ceipts of a year ago. But the bull pool is 
confident that farmers’ reserves are ex- 
tremely light and it buys on all the conces- 
sions. There should be a good basis for 
speculation on both sides of the market dur- 
ing the next few months. The drought 
period has yet to come. and then there 
will come the usual possibility of frost. At 
present, however, there is every indication 
of a large crop. Oats have advanced ma- 
terially on legitimate conditions. The erop 
situation has warranted higher prices. Re- 
ceipts are light, and c.ne partial failure of 
the crop has encouraged purchases. All 
the week packers were selling provisions, 
and receipts of hogs were very liberal. Nev- 


‘ ertheless, hog products are believed to be a 


purchase on reactions.

1. Where one received a personal mjury 
which causes at first temporary uncon- 
sciousness, and a physician is called, and

1. The right to reseind for fraud in a 
horse swap exists only when actual fraud 
has been committed. Rescission, where a 
right to rescind is not expressly reserved, 
cannot be had for constructive fraud or 
merely on account of warranty, express or 
implied. For this reason it was error to 
instruct the jury touching the law of war- 


ranty.

2, An original grant issued by the state 
in 1818 to ‘“‘McDonald, Pope & Co.” was in 
the possession of one W. S. Pope, Jr., in 
the year 1860, who then, for himself and as 
attorney in fact under a power executed in 
1852 by other persons, some of them bear- 
ing the name of Pope and others the name 
of Hunter, sold and conveyed the premises 
covered by the grant, and at the same 
time delivered the grant itself to his ven- 
dee, the privies of whom now hold and 
produce it. The power of attorney recited 
that the makers thereof, together with 
the attorney himself, were the heirs of 
William L. Pope, and the deed referred to 
the power. At the time of making the deed 
Ww. Pope, Jr., stated to his vendee, to 
whom he was a stranger, that he was 
the son of William L. Pope. There was no 
further evidence tending to identify the 
last named, either in person or in name, 
with the Pope mentioned in the grant un- 
der the designation of McDonald, Pope & 
Co., or tending to prove any relationship 
of the Popes and Hunters to William L. 
Pope or his family; and there was no evi- 
dence that any of them have died, or that 
any actual possession of. the premises was 
ever taken or enjoyed under the deed. Held, 
that the evidence was not adequate to es- 
tablish either the identity of William IL. 
Pope as one of the grantees from the state 
or that the Popes and Hunters who con- 
veyed by the deed were his heirs. ,

| DRUGGED AND ROBBED 


Ao Atlanta Man in Trouble and in a Hos- 
pital at Louisville, Ky. © 


HE IS ALSO CHARGED WITH LARCENY 


Alonzo Allen Is Under Guard—A Woman 
Is Said to Be tae Cause of the 
Trouble. 


Dispatches from Louisville, Ky., indicate 
that Alonzo Allen, a well-known young At- 
lantian, is in serious trouble in that city. 

it seems that he is not only under ar- 
rest on a charge of larceny, but is also in 
a Louisville hospital, suffering from the 
effects of a poisonous drug. 

A woman, who seems to be his companion, 
is under a five-hundred-dollar bond, charged 
with drugging the young man and robbing 
him of a sum of money. 

From a private telegram received by a 
friend in Atlanta yesterday it was learned 
that Allen is in a critical condition. 

Inquiry reveais the fact that Allen is 
the son of Mr. E. C. Allen, a prominent 
wholesale produce dealer, whose place of 
business is at 33 South Broad street. 

Mr. Allen is greatly distressed over the 
misfortunes that have befallen his son, and 
is corresponding with parties in Louisville 
with a view of learning the exact status 
of the trouble and of having it arranged. 

When seen by a Constitution reporter 
yesterday he said that he would either go 
to Louisville or send a representative there 
to look after his son. 

He attributes his son’s trouble to Jessie 
Keith, a notorious woman, with whom the 
young man was deeply infatuated. 

She lived in Atlanta until some time last 
April or May, and while here exercised a 
very harmful influence over young Allen. 

He was at that time in full charge of his 
father’s business, the latter being in bad 
health. Everything went on smvothly un- 
til May 23d, when the young man suddenly 
disappeared. 

None of his relatives knew where he had 
gone. There were rumors, however, that 
Allen had got into some business troubles. 
These rumors were very vague and indefi- 
nite. 

Just before he left the woman, Jessie 
Keith, disappeared from the city, and it 
was presumed that Ailen met her at some 
point by preconcerted arrangement. 

This theory was afterwards confirmed, as 
they were heard from at Cincinnati, Mil- 
waukee and Louisville. 

The young man, it seems Pas been hold- 
ing a position as shipping clerk with a pro- 
duce house in Louisville, and was in the 
act of starting to Atlanta in company with 
the woman when overtaken by his present 
misfortunes. 

He was known in Atlanta as “Dick” Al- 
len, and had many friends in the city. He 
was not dissipated in his habits, and was 
accounted a shrewd business man. 

The woman referred to, however, seemed 
to have an influence over him that he could 
mot resist. 

Speaking of the young man yesterday, his 
father said: 

“T have had no correspondence with my 
son since he left. Indeed, I did not know 
where he was. I supposed, however, that 
he was with that woman, ‘Jess,’ some- 
where. She is responsible for his trouble. 
He left without letting me or any of the 
family knew why left or here he was £g0- 
ing. He took a small amount of the firm’s 
money when he left, but he was entitled 
to it for his services during my illness.”

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REVENGE WAS THEIRS 
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J, § Wheeler Pulled a Gan- oa Two 
Young Men. 


HE THOUGHT THEY FOLLOWED HIM 


Subsequently a Policeman Pulled W heel- 
er ior Carrying a Pistol-—Short 
Courtbouse Items. 


A most romantic affair culminated in a 
very business-like transaction in Judge 
Westmoreland’s courtroom yesterday morn- 
ing, when J. S. Wheeler paid to the clerk 
of the court $50 and costs in preference to 
going to jail for four months on account of 
carrying concealed weapons. 

The testimony developed a most interest- 
ing story, of which the trial was the conclu- 
sion. 

It seems that Wheeler was out walking 
with a young lady, strolling near the water- 
works. While walking slowly along in the 
pleasant company of tne young 1ady, Wheel- 
er became aware that some one was walk- 
ing behind him. On locking back he saw 
two men, and as he continued to walk 


slowly along the two men remained about 
the same distance away, apparently suiting 
their steps to those of the young lady and 
her escort. 

To Wheeler it appeared that they were 
following him and he began to get angry. 
Just as he was determined to request them 
to cease dogging his footsteps, it began to 
rain violentiy, and the young lady and 
Wheeler sought refuge under the protecting 
branches of a leaf-covered oak. Hardly had 
they stopped under this tree, whose spread- 
ing limbs are a matter of record and poetry 
when the young men suddenly decided that 
the rain was too much for them and they, 
too, sought the near-by protection of a 
tree of similar qualities. This action an- 
rered Wheeler still more; drawing his pis- 
tol he walked over to them and erdered 
them to move on, telling them that he 
would dogsome quick shooting if his request 
was not carried out to the letter. 

Both men left, but swift vengeance was 
theirs and Wheeler was arrested on the 
charge of carrying concealed weapons. Yes- 
terday morning he plead guilty and was 
fined as mentioned. 


Stole 5 Cents Worth of Leather. 

Judge Westworeland placed the penalty of 
stealing 5 cents’ worth of leather at $10 and 
cos. or thirty days in the chaingang. This 
estimate was brought forth by the arraign- 
ment of Tom Hall, a negro, yesterday morn- 
ing. Hall went into a shoeshop and picked 
up a piece of sole leather which was valued 
at 5 cents, and when he left failed to leave 
the leather or its equivalent. Hall claims 
that he had no intention of stealing the 
leather, but the further testimony develop- 
ed the fact that Hall had gone to another 
shoeshop and had tried to get one of the 
workmen to make him a pair of heels for 
his shoes from this leather. 


A Colored Jean-val-Jean. 

The case of Frank Hall, a negro, poverty- 
stricken in appearance, tempered the crim- 
inal court justice by sheer sadness and pity 
for his coindition and that of his family. 

Hall was put on trial for stealing a lawn 
mower, which he sold. He did not deny the 
charge, but, on the contrary, acknowledged 
all the circumssances and told a pitiful sto- 
ry in extenuation of his misdeed. Hall said 
that at the time his wife was sick and six 
children had had nothing to eat for a day 
or more, save a few scraps; that he applied 
for work of any kind in every direction, but 
failed to get it; that at last, driven into des- 
peration by his family’s sufferings, he stole 
the first thing he saw and disposed of it. 

Judge Westmoreland fined him $ or thirty 
days in the chaingang. It Is probable that 
the court costs will be remitted and that 
the fine will be paid. 

A Natural Penchant for Poultry. 

Will Thompson, a negro with the usual 
failing for fine fowls that members of his 
race generally possess, found that his few 
excuses were feebly futile in front of Judge 
Westmoreland yesterday. Will 2 gage 
ed one duck and four chickens, and tn con- 
sequence will spend six months in the chain- 
gang, not being able to pay the $50 imposed.
